The third and fourth wagons wero drawn

\bont five hundred of them had hold of
the ropes to each wigon st one time and
thoy kept constautly falling out of the
line, while new recriils anxious to help
took their places,

A verv neat hittle white cotton rope was
faetened to the third wagon for the use of
euch Indjes s desired to help i pulling
the lowd. When the procession started
about 100 girls bad hold of this string, and
they tugeed away as if they enjoyed the
work, bohind them were two or three
handred boys, SBome of the little féllows
